— It is ofHcially 
For sale' at stated here that Dr. Jameson and others 
jul.s-lt ^yjjg j„.(j prison will be released uii- 
eomlitioniilly by the Tniiisv.nil govern- 
ment, ami that the Uitliinders in due 
course of time will be enabled to make 
their demands clearly understood. It is 
added, however, that the government 
and burghers will resist any form of 
foreign protection, either upon the part 
of Great Britain or any other i;oiiiitfy. 
Tlie are firmly resolved to maintain the 
indepenileiiee of the republie, and the 
grievitnceH of the people of the Eand 
will be .settlrd when the iiieaoiit excite- 
ment has abated. 

It is also stated to be quite untrue 
that President Kruger was aware of Dr. 
nmeson'B intention to invade theTrans- 
vtiiil territory. On the contrary, the 
President after liaving been told that be 
litid crossed the border, said : "Don't 
tall me that Englishmen would do that. 
Whatever may be said of them, they are 
open and brave and would 
not .'make a cowardly unprovoked 
attack upon us." President Kruger 
recently accepted the advice of Sir Her- 
cules Kobinson, the governor of CajjC 
Colony, in bringing about a settlement 
of the (liHturljances, attd they parted 
cordi.illy. The trial of the members of 
tlie reform eoniiiiitloe, of Johannesburg, 
who are now in custody, will liegin next 
week. 

Ni;w YoiUv', Jan. 17. — In reply to a 
cabled rctiuest to President Kruger, of 
the Soutii Africaa republic, the World 
has received tho following despatch: "A 
deep plot was lai<l to overthrow the in- 
dependence of tJ)0 republic. Tiie so- 
called grievances of the Uitlanders and 
their need of protection was simply a 
pretext for the invasion of the country 
by the freebooteira of the chartered com- 
pany, whoso aim was to overthrow the in- 
dependenceoftberepublio. Thefreeboot- 
ersareiinprisoned and their oflicerswillgo 
to Kngland for trial. Americans are in 
no (Linger whatever. They have no 
tiCeti M iirotoctioii, but arc alile to take 
care of tlienistilve.s. Ten of tlioee who 
joineil the revolutionary so-ealled re- 
form com in ittee will with the majority, 
mo.stly liriti.sh subjects, be tried accord- 
ing to law, and Justice will be done to all 
without respect to nationality. — (Signed) 
Government Information Department." 

The World publishes a cable dispatcii 
from its London corresjjondent, Mr. 
Ballard Smitli, coiumentinii upon the 
supposed complicity of Cecil lihodcs in 
the recent raid led by Dr. Jameson 
into the Transvaal. As already 
stated. Sir Hercules /Robinson, 
British high commissioner and gov- 
ernor of Cape Colony, cabled from 
Cajie Town to Colonial Secretary Chaui- 
berhiin, among other things, tliis: "It 
is alleged that the govofninent has 
tiocumeiitiiry evidence of -it widespread 
consi)irai;y to seize upon the govern- 
ment and make use of the wealth of the | 
country to reluibilitaie the linancea of 
the South Afr.icui Company." 

After iiuoting the i>aragrapli, Mr. 
Ballard Smith continues: " If this is 
bo, and if Colonial Secretary Cliaiiiber- 
hiin makes good his line protestations, 
the trial of Cecil Khoiles and his asso- 
ciates^ niuat prove the iiiOHt inoineiitou.s 
to England' eaiice Warren iliastings was 
arraigned ia Wieatminster. The mystery 
of it, however, is if the trial is 
fair and a conspiracy .is jiroven 
against Cecil Khodes and Dr. Jameson, 
how Sir Hercules can excuse his own 
aslouishing ignorance of the prepara- 
tions on the Transvaal Iwrder, which 
hitve been carried on for some months 
under the certiuin kiiowledg:; of his t-ub- 
ordimites in {kichuaiialaiid.; and, on the 
other hantl, if Iw did fulfil liis duty liy 
informing the Oolonial oilice Jiero of the 
facts, how Secrt>lary Clianiberl.'au him- 
self can excus<i his failure to stoj) tho 
raid until intcrforence was too late. 

" WliiJtovor iH Haid in the public press, 
there jirohably is not a sensible man in 
:I';ngland who believes that the Knglisb 
cabinet, or at least the colonial jiart of 
it, could possibly have been in ignorance 
of the preparationSfOr that the.raid woul/.l 
liave been stopped if the goveru- 
mient's hand had not been 
forced by I'resident JKcuger's 
fltrategy in aciiuauintiiig the .whole 
world at the critical luouifint with the 
fact. of the raid. If Dr. .laniesou had 
fomned nn ell'ective cx>aUfcion with the 
Uitlandors at .rolianneHbur^g it 1m un- 
<juegtionable tluit the Transvital govern- 
mettl would have been overthrown. In 
that event no Englishman .doubts that 
Lord Salisbiia-y's cabinet would have ac- 
cepted tlie situation and would have sus- 
tained Dr. iJaiiaeaon. 

The .Queen'dJ government, solemnly 
pledged to XCing Lobengula, not a long 
time before thie same Jameson seized 
his country that bis sovereignty over 
Matabeleland sliould bo scrupulously 
maintained if he permitted Mr. Ehodes 
and other I'Inglish speculators to exploit 
gold mines in his country. It is only a 
few nionths ago that tho Queen's 
government annexed (Jhitral, in 
Asia, a royal viceroy having there- 
tofore soleniiily declareil in a 
proclanKition tliat the Cliitial expedition 
would rotiic after accomiiliBliing itapur- 
pose of rescue and that the country 



would not be annexed. That, indeed, is 
the biatory of British colonization from 
the beginning, and it has resulted in the 
magniBcent British Empire. We ad- 
mire T^eauliiB, while we^dendnnce'details. 

Ihave already cabled to the "World 
how close was his own connection with 
these South African speculators, when 
High Commissioner Loch was re-called, 
and given the consolation of a peerage, 
and Sir Hercules at Col. Rhode's request 
was appointed his successor. Was that 
appointment the first step in tho alleged 
conspiracy'.'' We may know some day 
if the hostile attitude of the 
German I'hiiiieror backed by the 
jealousy of all I'^uroiie, can by moral 
force secure a really fair and thorough 
trial of Dr. Jameson in England. Mean- 
wbile, here is a brief history of the 
British Soutli Africa Company's finan- 
cial record, as illustrating this official 
communication from Hercules. I am 
quoting its main details from an elabor- 
ate statement in the London press, fur- 
nishing only a few corroborative facts 
within my own knowledge: 

Only a few years ago it was reported 
that great gold tleposits bad been found 
in the Zulu country, Soutli Africa, \vbich 
led to the formation of this company 
with Mr. lihodes, then beginning his 
dictatorship in Cape Colony, and a 
member of tiie Diamond comjiany of 
Kiniberlcy, as chief )>romoter of it and 
its exi)loitationa on the London niarki't. 
The company got a charter from the 
British government for certain sections 
of the Zulu country. . It issued shares at 
£1 ($5) par value which in time, with 
various fluctuations then and since, ap- 
preciated to some £8 1$40) a share. 

The first workings for gold in the 
company's own districts proved imre- 
munerati.vo, and it seized Lobenguela's 
land after an almost unmentionable 
massacre of bis people, and under cir- 
cumstances of fraud and brutality not 
far behind tho Turks' exploits in Ar- 
menia. Gold did not pan out in Ma- 
tabeleland to expectations ; but the dis- 
coveries in the Kand, within the limits 
of the Transvaal republic, have 
in the last few years been 
the wonder of the world, It is 
estimated that South Africa produced 
last year some .'t;.'jG,OOO,000 or about one- 
lifth of tho entire product of tlie world. 
The chartered company's shares were 
depreciating. The capture of the Trans- 
vaal and the incorporation of the coun- 
try into chartered company's area would 
make Rhodes and his associates richer 
than ever, 

I have pointed out heretofore in this 
correspondence why Mr. Gladstone's 
colonial secretary was frightened, against 
all the pledges and traditions of the J^ib- 
eral party, into consenting to tho over- 
throw of Lobenguela and the white- 
washing of the chartered company's 
excesses. Is Rhodes overrated? Presi- 
dent Kruger's shrewdness, the Kaiser's 
threatof Germanintervention to thopoint 
of war made Mr. Chamberlain's action 
imperative. Exactly wbat conld have 
made Rohdes' plans so childishly inef- 
fective is really an inexplicable mystery 
'.vith our present lights as to why Jamc- 
san's raid failed. Terbaps Rhodes is a 
greatly overrated man. rerhapa, as gos- 
sip here goes, he is not himself for cer- 
tain periods, and his nerve and judg- 
ment failed him at a critical juncture.

Ottawa, Jan. 17. — ^There was a wild 
scene in the House this evening when, 

in the debate on the address, Mr. 
Kenny, Conservative, who represents 
Halifax;, accused Hon. Wilfrid Laurier 
of lit'ing aii aiinex'ttionist in disguise. 
Kenny read from a Boston jKiper a re- 
port of -a speech delivered by Mr. 
Laurier at a banquet held in Boston 
some years ago. The report made Mr. 
Laurier say that Canada must in the 
course of time be separate<l from 
ICngUmd. Mr. Laurier said that he 
bad not been correctly reported. 
Still, 'Ite believed that Canada was at- 
taining the rank of a nation. 

Tho'Conservatives broke into shouts 
of (li«eent. lir. Landerkin, a prominent 
Liberal, shouted across tlie floor that 
Canada would soon bo as great a country 
as England. The Literals resjionded 
with cheers. J«Ir. Kenny went on to say 
that Laurier had treacherously conspired 
to bring about annexation. 

" That is 'the moat disgraceful state- 
ment aver made in a British parlia- 
anent," said Mr. Laurier. " I call upon 
the Speaker to make the hon. member 
retract his words." Speaker White 
thereupon rose, but the member for 
Halifax retracting the expression, the 
SiKiaker's Intervention becatae' unneces- 
sary. 

Mr. LangeSier, one of the French 
Liberal leader*!, Haid afterwards: "We 
are well satisfied as things are now, but 
oiir religion ia not given the protection 
of the Law. We will do Bomething more 
than cheer and shout across tho floor of 
parliament." Mr. Langelier would not 
elucidate his remarks. '

OrrA WA, Jan. 17. — It has been a stormy 
day in the house on account of Sir 
Richard Cartwright's unfortunate re- 
mark yesterday that Xova Scotia was 
the dry nurse and wetnurse for boodlers.

THE CITY OP DESTINY, 

Establishment and Progress of Tncoiiui— Its 
Institutions and Homes— Its manu- 
factures. Trade and Possibilities. 

The following article on Tacoina, 
Wash., was written by IMra. Fife, wife of 
Colonel Fife, who is well known to Vic- 
torians on account of his excellent pro- 
duction of Kichelieu in May last. The 
article was written in competition and 
obtained first place. It is published bv 
request: 

' When the Northern Pacific Railroad 
Company made its terminus on Com- 
njencemeut Bay, it chose the beautiful 
iand euphonious name of "Tacoma," of 
Indian origin, and more properly spelled 
Takhoma, which translated means 
" nourishing breast," it is tiie first and 
only name given by this i)eople to the 
great mountain under the bIuuIow of 
which the city has grown from a jiopu- 
lation of 700 in LSSl to sometliing over 
50,000 in 1894, industries and manu- 
factories keeping pace with ttiC increase 
in population. The llood-tide of pros- 
perity, however, did not confine itself 
within the boundaries of the City of 
Destiny, but like magic spread to all 
parts of the country and then in turn 
becoming infectious, the kej'note was 
sounded throughout the Stsite. The 
sound of the saw and hammer was heard 
in every direction. Forests were levelled 
to make way for industries of every kind. 
Villages and towns, with all the modern 
accessories of an eastern citj-, were 
builded within the limited space of 
months and to-dayare flourishing, main- 
tained by the natural resources of the 
State of Washington. The frontier ha.s 
disappeared. Onr environinciit has 
changed. Am I not warranted in .say- 
ing that this move in the line of progres- 
sion is but the advance of a mighty tidal 
wave of prosjjerity to follow? 

Now, if the reader will turn hi.s atten- 
tion to the city of Tacoina proper, a gen- 
eral outline of her character and possi- 
bilities will be given. Tacoma's insti- 
tutions of learning are well and firmly 
established, the j)ublic school system 
ifliiking with cities of. the East with 
many times the population. Fine 
school houses, many of thorn, with an 
sibundance of light and lieat, are 
throughout the length and lircadtli of the 
city limits, and, in addition, the 
Puget Sound university, a school for 
belli se.Kes ; the Annie Wright soininary. 
for young ladie.H only ; the Washington 
college, for hoys; Tacoma Jiusincss col- 
lego, Tacoma academy, besides iiinuiner- 
able kindergarten and other private 
schools. Tacoma has well been termed 
the " Athens of tlie Coast." 

Our churches represent nearly, if not 
quite, all denoniiiiatioiis. The Y. M. 
0. A., which is increasing steadily in 
numbers and 'strength, has lately added 
to its attractions classes of various 
kinds, besides a gymnaainin. 

Our libraries are throe in hninber, the 
City, the Mason's and the I^aw library, 
besides nnnieroiis free reading rooms. 

Of theatres wo have two, the Tacoma 
and the Ninth street, eacli having a 
seating cajiacity of twelve hundred. 

Ferry's art museum is a credit not 
only to Pugot Sound but to the whole 
PaciflOiGoast as well, Mr. I'erry having 
spent much time and money al)road 
procuring rare works of art. 

Tlie Woman's Exchange, for women's 
work, is in a flourishing condition. Its 
motto is "Help others to help them- 
selves." 

The Ladies' Co-operative Society has 
for its motto "Patronize homo indu., 
tries." 

Of hospitals Tacoiiia h:is three, the 
Fanny Paddock, St. .loaejili and the City 
and County, bcsuU^s the Slielterin'g 
Arms, the Whito Shield, and Children's 
Komesi 

Our public buildings are numerous 



and attractive. Tacoma's streets and 
parks are certainly creditable, while her 
street railway service is extensivo, and 
undoubtedly this is one of the best light 
ed cities in the United States. 

Tacoma is a city of beautiful homes, 
velvety lawns and roses — roses every 
where, roses in armfuls, in scores and 
hundreds, delightful in fragrance and 
perfect in color. 

Wo are well represented in the news 
paper lield, including both morning and 
evening dailies, weeklies and montlilies, 
besides- having a well established Press 
Club with permanent headquarters. 

Secret, fraternal and military organ 
izations nreall represented. No stran- 
ger within our gates need be burdened 
with loneirness'when.sp maiiy' societies, 
organizations'and ohurclies'stand ready 
to extend the hand of w'elco'me, 

In the line of manufactoines many, if 
not quite all, branches of industry are 
represented. The hiinber industry far 
exceeds all others, the Tacoma mill and 
the St. Paul Tacoma Lumber Com- 
pany having, in the aggrcLzale, an out- 
put of about a million feet per day.

Our esfab- 
li'shed lines of steamships, in their in- 
fancy BO short a time ago, have already 
assnnied jjroportions, each year making 
a steady and sure increase, carrying on 
a regular trade with China and Japan, 
South Africa, California, Alaska and 
British Columbia, 

Our exports, include flour, fish, grain, 
lumber, "coal and coke, besides the 
stiiple articles of commerce. Our im- 
ports consist of lice, silks, teas, curios, 
hides, for which Tacoma is the gateway 
to Eastern as well as foreign ports, mak- 
ing it possible in the near future, for 
Puget Sound to tip the balance of 
Buinemacy in the commercial world. It 
is our natural rights situated as we are 
upon the Western slope, with safe har- 
bors, our ajiproaches safe and easy of 
egress ami ingress. Thousands of miles 
nearer to the Orient than the Atlantic 
coast we hold the key to the situation. 

Our climate is equable, onr scenery 
rivals that of the far-away Swit/.ers, our 
summers are delightful, nuddiig Tacoma 
headiiuarters f(U' the tourist in bis trav- 
els to ALnska's wonderland and else- 
where. 

82iOur possibilities are magnificent, of 
which the half has never been told. 
Wise men of the East come over and 
help us to advance and develop the 
countless resources of the State of Wash-

'Carmanali Point Telegraph Service- 
. How to Secnro Trade of tbe 
Yukon Countpy. 

The adjourned quarterly generiU 
meeting of the B. C. Boara of Trade 
■was lield yesterday afternoon, when 
amont; dtlicr important matterstlie siib- 
iect of the extensive smuggling now be- 
int; i-iirried on in Hecate strait was 
brought up. Preaident Ker occupied tlie 
chair. After the minutes of the pre- 
vious meeting had been read and ad- 
opted, 

The President reported that a large 
niiinbor of communications had been re- 
ceived from abroad referring in comi)li- 
mentary terms to the annual report of 
tbe board. He thought the board was 
much indebted to the city council., for 
hiiving distributed 200 copies. The Dy- 
laws are now in print ana considered 
it iidvis:il)lc for each member to take a 
copy liorne. J 

Mr. Menry Croft's resolution regard- 
ing emuygling in Heeato straits was 
next brought forward. It was seconded 
by ^[r. F. ,1. Claxton, ami ia as follows : 

" Whereas, at the [jresent time Ameri- 
can vessels are employed in lisliiiig for 
halibut in Canadian waters, ])riiicipally 
in Hecate straits, and destroy largo 
numbers of immature lish, and, if al- 
lowed to continue, will in a short time 
ruin the fishery ; 

" Be it resolved. That this board 
bring the grievance before the represent- 
atives of the city at Ottawa, with the 
request that they urge the Dominion 
goremment to at once place a revenue 
cutter in our Northern waters, for the 
purpose of protecting the deep sea 
lislieries." 

Jlr. Croft explained the methods of 
the Kinupglers, and stated that if allowed 
to continue the fisheries would soon l)e 
depleted. His comi)any, he said, had 
only been engaged in the fishery busi- 
ness for two years. He compared "British 
Colunihia fisheries to those on the At- 
lantic coast, and showed that the com- 
pany's biggest trouble had been in 
in "obtaining bait. Steps had al- 
ready been taken by the customs de- 
partment to prevent American vessels 
fishing in Hecate strait ; but he thought 
the co-operation of the board towards 
securing a patrol steamer would be most 
beneficial. The American vessels not 
only carried on illegal fishing, but were 
in the habit of smuggling merchandise 
into Canadian territory from the Ameri- 
can side. 

Mr. .Toshua Davies ])ointed o:it tliat it 
was only a sliorttinie sini-etlie fliulson's 
Bay Co. Iiad directed the attention of 
the boi'.rd to the existing state of affairs. 

.Alter further discussion the chairman 
spoke of tlie complaints against the Car- 
manuh J'oint telegraph service. The 
wires on the .-Vmerican side of the Straits 
could be maintained in good order and 
he thougl)t it would be well for the Iward 
to look into the subject. 

Mr. Joshua Daviea moved that the 
niatter be first brought up before the 
council and then laid before the board. 
This view was endorsed. 

The following motion of Mr. A. 0. 
Flumerfelt, seconded bj' Mr. A. II. 
Scaife, was unanimously adopted : 

" Whereas it has been brought to pub- 
lic notice through the mediimi of the 
l)i-ess and other sources that tbe smug- 
gling of merchandise is being carried on 
by foreign vessels in British Columliia 
waters, Ije it therefore 

" KesolviHl, — That this Ixiard urge tlie 
Dominion government to take such steps 
as may be necessary to combat and pre- 
vent the aforesaid breach of the law." 

The board was next addressed by 
Captain Moore on the subject of what 
he considered to be the best plan for 
Victoria to advance her interests in se- 
curing the trade of the Yukon. The 
Captain's views have already from time 
to time been set forth in the CJolonist. 
There are " he said " as near as he could 
estimate about 1.50O miners up the 
Yukon and if the transportation service 
which he advocates could be secured 
idl their supjilies would be obtained here. 
He wi;.'^ 'if o])inion that lui interrupted 
navigation !)etween here and the Vukon 
conld ! le secured with tlie exi:e])tion of 
only a thirty mile ]>onage from J^ynn 
ninal and about a two and a half inilc 
portage friim the White pass, wliich 
road woU'd not be i'ei|iiirL'ii if ;i littk' 
<he(lgin'.' n'ei'e done. .Vt tlie present 
time the liead of the Lynn ;'unul can 
only be reached through Alaskan teii i- 
tory. 

Several que.stions were put to the Cap- 
tain upon the conclusion of his address 
and a vote of thanks was tendered him. 

Mr. Flnmerfelt suggested that Capt. 
Moore's remarks bo noted by the secre- 
tary and laid before the council at its 
next meeting. 

Dr. .Milne mentioned (hat Ihewliole 
matter iiad some time ago been brought 
before tli<> legislatni-e, and it was then 
l.retty fully debated. He ilunighl that 
if a rcjirescntation were made by the 
board that the Lynn canal i.s in British 
Columbia it would have a goud in- 
fluence. The .Vnierican claim to it was 
an unjust one. 

Mr. Bone thought the injustice should 
be proven before this board expressed 
an opinion. 

Mr. W. H. Ellis explained that the 
matter of territorial rights was being 
fully investigated by competent com- 
missions, and he could not see wdiat aid 
the hoard could render them. 

The Chairman aiumunced that us the 
tncmbers of the legislature -would soon 
be ill town he thought the lime oppor- 
tune lor having a banijuet. 

On motion of Mr. Gustavc J.eiser, the 
matter was left in the hands of the coun- 
cil. 

Five new members were next duly 
elected, as follows : ISIessrs, A. Hender- 
.soii, J. E. CInucli, John Wilson, G, 
<iilk'9pie and W. G. Cameron.

Wasiiisotos, Jan. 17.— Aside from the 
leisurely manner in which tlie Venezue- 
lan commission is arranging to prose- 
cute its work, there are other indications 
that the administration has become con- 
vuiced that this august body will not 
have the honor of settling the great 
boundary dispute. 

A settleniont is likely to be found in an 
agreement between (.Ireat Eritaiii and 
Venezuela, directly brought about 
through the gootl offices of a third party, 
not necessarily or probably the United 
States, to Hubniit to a joint commission, 
the iinestion of title to all the territory 
west of the .Schombing line, with a pro- 
viso that if, in the couiso of the inquiry 
of tho coinmi.«sion, evidence appears to 
touch the British title to the lands lying 
to tho eastward of that line, then the 
body may extend its functions to adjudi- 
cate such title. 

This arrangement would meet the 
British contention that the original 
arbitration shall be limited to landri to 
the westward of tlie line. "While still 
conceding the jiLstice of the CDiitentiun 
of Presiiient Cleveland that the lines on 
the other side may proper ly be taken 
into cont'ideration in fixing the boun- 
dary, jjrobably a supplementary arbi- 
tration will be left to deal with the 
luestion as to the title of the eastward 
ines, if the original commissioii dealing 
with the niatter shall find that tho title 
to the land is a lit subject for arbitration 
as shown by the evidence produced be- 
fore it. 

To the ncwsonpers of British Guiana 
the President's message on the- Ven- 
ezuelan boundary dispute came almost 
as a Christmas present, as- the news of 
its contents reached Georgetown only a 
few days before that day. 

The Daily Chronicle, of Demaerara, of 
December 24, is full of comment upon 
the subject. Generally the critieisin is 
liarsh and very unfavorable to the 
President, who is accuped of i)andering 
to ])olitical considerations, while tho 
Monroe doctrine itPeif is niilield as an 
hhiglish idea twisted far from its origin- 
al intent by demagogues to force it to 
fit the present controversy.

TIT, IT - SWEEPING VWTORY." 

Tlie uplioklera of the iMiuiitoba iiui- 
jority boast loudly of Mr. Greenway's 
■ sweeping victory. Tliis is natural 
eiioutrh. A majority which leaves the 
proportion to the minority of thirty-two 
to seven is indeed exceedingly large, but 
the very big majority after all does not 
talce from the very small minority a 
single right that tliey possess under 
the constitution. But do the boast- 
ers take a fair way of esti- 
mating the relative strength of the 
majority and the minority as regards re- 
ligious education in Manitol)a? Did 
those who voted tor tlie present system 
of education and those who voted for re- 
ligious education in Manitoba on 
Wednesday bear the same projjortion to 
each other as thirty-two does to seven? 
' As education was really the only issue 
before the people it is fair to presume 
that every elector who voted for the 
Government was in favor of the present 
system, and of coercing the minority to 
accept it and to conform to it. Tlicro 
is no one who will undertake 
to say that the electors who voted for 
the Clovernment supporters were more 
than four times as many as tlioso who 
voted for the Opposition candidates. 
This could not have been the case. The 
majorities of twenty-one of the members 
returned to support the Gove>nment are 
<;iven in yesterday evening's Times. 
Those majorities amount to 2,613 — that 
is the electors who voted for the Gov- 
ernment in those tw&ty-one constituen- 
cies outnumbered those who voted against 
it by only 2,613. This is by no means 
a large majority for so many constitu- 
encies. We liave no way of finding out 
the aggregate vote in the twenty-one 
districts, all of whicli, it must be re- 
membered, returned Government suj)- 
porters ; but when it is known, it will 
be found that the opponents of the 
Government's policy form a very large 
aeetion of tlie electorate. They are 
only 2,613 less than the electors who 
voted for and returned the twenty-one 
members. When the minority 
in Manitoba is counted, is this 
large number to be totally ig- 
nored? In estimating the relative 
strength of parties by the representa- 
tives returned they would not be count- 
ed. If they number ten thousand or 
twenty thousand tliey would not enter 
tiie calculation. The return would stand 
twenty-one Government to nothing Op- 
position. It must not be forgotten tliat 
the question of the schools in Manitoba 
is between -the majority and the minor- 
ity of the population of the province and 
not between the majority and tlie min- 
ority of the /•(';) rt'.si' /I /n^i'ri'.i in the Legis- 
lative Asseml)ly. As we have 
seen the majority would have twenty- 
one members in the [legislature 
while the minority would be wholly un- 
represented, but this would not show 
that there was no minority of the 
population in the part of the province 
represented by the twenty -one members. 
Yet those who boast of Mr. (ireen way's 
sweeping victory take tliisfor granted. 

It is evident that in (calculating the 
I'elativc strength of the majority and 
minority in Manitoba it is the electors 
that are to be counted and not the mem- 
bers. When this is done nothing more 
■will be heard of the fuss that is made 
about educating the children of a few 
French settlers and half-l)reeds. It will 
be found when an analysis of the 
vote is madic that the Manitniia 
Miinorily i.'-^ much larger that anyone 
outside of Manitoba imagined, and tliat 
there are to be found in it many of the 
most intelligent inhabitants of the Prov- 
ince. 

The election which it was expected 
would do so much for the nuijority in 
Manitoba will if wo are not greatly mis- 
taken do a very great deal to strengthen 
the cause of the minority, for the l eturns 
will show that the minority which favors 
religious education in the province is 
much larger, than was generally sup- 
posed. 

ISOLATION NECESSARY. 

lUttcr complaints are made of the 
regulation -which reqokeajjatienfcs who 
are sufTermg from diptitheria, scarlet 
fever lind other contagious diseases tp 
be isolated. Those who make these 
complaints have not, we are sure, 
tiiought of the rea|)onsibility that the 
liead of a family incurs when he or she 
allows visitors and others to come in 
contact with a' member of the family 
who is suflfering from a serious contagi- 
ous disease. Such a person would 
iook with horror u])ori anyone 
who proposed that he would drop 
jioiBon into the water or the milk or 



the food with which a neighbot^a family; 
was supplied;'^ He wotild not' forlall that 
he ever saw knowingly run the risk of 
poisoning a human being — man, woman 
or child. lie would so far from playing 
tricks witli the poison and putting it in 
the way of those wiio might take it un- 
wittingly, put it as far out of the reach 
of those who did not know what it was 
or how-to use it, as.' he could. And in 
taking every precaution that it would 
not be handled by those who did 
not know of its deadly nature, 
lie would be doing only wliat was right 
and reasonable and what everyone who 
was not a fool or intent upon some crim- 
inal design would naturally do. < v 

But everyone should know that a per- 
son ill of smallpox, or typhoid fever, or 
diphtheria, or scarlet fever, carries 
about him or her a poison which may bo 
(juite as deadly as arsenic or opium. 
The seeds of the disease are in the at- 
mosphere by whicli the patient is sur- 
rounded, and if they fall upon soil pre- 
pared for it thpy will immediately take 
root and produce illness which is likely to 
end ^atall)^ What sensibloor what con- 
scientious person will run this risk un- 
necessaril}' or will object to a regulation 
which requires the patient suffering 
from contagious disease to be isolated? 
Isolation is the easiest, the simplest, and 
at the same time, the most effective, 
measure that can be taken to prevent 
the spread of contagious diseases and it 
ought to be readily and cheerfully 
adopted by every head of a household 
who has a case of contagious disease in 
his or her family. 

Contagious diseases liave been preva- 
lent in Winnipeg and their spread hiis 
been attributed to the ignorance and tlie 
carelessness of many of whom better 
things might have been expected. The 
following article from one of the papers 
of that city has been handed to us for 
publication by a public-spirited friend: 

Winnipeg has sull'ered rather severely 
from contagious diseases, particularly 
among children, during the past 
few months. Scarlet fever and 
diphtheria have been much more 
prevalent than usual. There cer- 
tainly must be great carelessness 
somewhere that these diseases have been 
80 prevalent for such a length of time. 
We believe thnt if the same care were 
taken in jireventing the 8j)read of these 
trouljles as is taken in the case of small- 
pox, these diseases would be just about 
as rare aa the latter. Herein lies luucn 
of the trouble. If a case of smallpox is 
mentioned the whole community is 
alarmed at once and every cllbrt is liiade 
to prevent the spread of the contagion. 
The result is that smallpox is almost 
ati unknown trouble here. Now why 
could not this be done with diphtheria? 
We believe it could if the same care 
were taken. Many authorities say that 
the latter disease is quite as dangerous 
and loathsome as smallpox, )'et the 
presence of diphtheria seems to cause no 
alarm, and, if all reports are truj, the 
most gross carelessness is shown on the 
part of many persons in neglecting to 
take precautions to prevent the spreatl 
of this virulent malady. People who are 
living in houses where this disease may 
prevail, go to their business or work as 
usual, and even attend church, Sunday 
school and other ijuhlio places. A case 
came under our own observation last fall 
of a young girl then convalescing from 
an attack of scarlet fever, who wont for 
a ride around the belt line every after- 
noon, accompanied h^ a relative, thus 
bringing the contagion in contact with 
chiUren of tender years. Such criminal 
carelessness as this is the cause of the 
spread of these maladies. Such persons 
who cause the spread of disease through 
their carelessness or selfishness, are re- 
ally responsible for the sickness and 
deaths whicli they bring upon others. 
Persons who go from houses where diph- 
theria or scarlet fever prevails to attend 
church or pulilic meetings should be 
subjected to prosecution. 

A CHEAP ADVOCATE. 

The Liberal or Opposition party in 
Dominion politics, it appears, have in 
Victoria an exceedingly cheap organ— 
for we presume that the Times measures 
its contemporaries by its own standard. 
13(!cause this paper assisted in ilefeatiiig 
the anibitioii of Mr. Templeiiian to be- 
come a back-bench member of the jiai- 
liamentary opposition, at the esjicnsi' 
of the cabinet representation of this prov- 
ince, his newspajxir the Time.s has 
been of late even meaner tliiin usual in 
its refcri'iu'cs to the Coi.o.vi.si-, and has 
loaded iioii-gun battery with absurd 
allegatiiinf-: of I luiiiininii government 
'•pap.'' 

I )ne day the statement was that the 
Colonist " is found clinging eagerly to 
the government breasts fiom wliich it 
has received its chief support right 
along." Then "even the certainty of 
losing its Ottawa pap should not have 
called forth such acreaiiis of agon_\- '' ; and 
in the ni'xt issue, thi! Com inist, it is 
said, may iiavr "th('(.'onHolati(jn of feeling 
that though its paj) has di.sa]j|)eared," 
etc. 

A statement of the facts shows that 
the Times in this matter is simjily pur- 
suing the jiolicy of mendacity and deceit 
wliich has been so plainly exposed since 
the recent campaign commenced. The 
A-uditor-General's report shows every 
dollar paid to newspapers for services 
rendered to the Dominion government. 
The volume for 1893-94— the latest issu- 
ed — on page lii gives the payments to 
the Coi.oN-iST in that year as $93,10 for 
advertising and .tKiT for printing and 
lithographing. The printing bill is 
for the post oflice guide and 
other such work which being 
required in a hurry has to be done on 
the spot, and is charged for at ordinary 
commercial rates, which as every job 
printer knows yield a very modest 
profit. The Times' insinuation there- 
fore is that the Coi.onlst is liribed with 
•toa. 10 worth of advertising in a year! 



Comment is unnecessary; if that is the 
Times' price, the value of its services 
will probably bo even lots. The British 
Columbia Ofhcial Gazette in the same 
year received from the Dominion $10^.50 
for advertising, and one might as well 
say that the Provincial Goverinnent 
were bribed by that payment for abso- 
lutely necessary service. 

As we have often^ before pointed out, 
the public should receive very cautiously 
any political statement appearing in the 
Times, which seems ready to make any 
accusation or circulate any slander 
against a i>olitical opponent, no matter 
how baseless or liow abcurd it may be. 



BOER OPPRESSION. 

Our readers will be able to form some 
idea of the way in which the foreign 
residents in the Transvaal are treated 
by the Boer Government from the fol- 
lowing instances of mis-government and 
vexatious tyranny recently published in 
the New York Tribune : 

" There is a code of mining^ law's drawn 
up for the protection of life and pro- 
perty, and fougtit for by the mining 
population. It is administered by a 
certain number of mining inspector? ap- 
pointed by the government. The gov- 
ernment requires that all these inspec- 
tors shall be citizens of tlio republic and 
shall, of course, speak Dutch. They 
must also be members of the Dutch 
church. Now mining is an industry 
which ten years ago was wholly unknown 
in the Transvaal. It is not surprising, 
therefore, that the Boers shoukl know 
nothing about it. In fact, the only ex- 
perts in the country are foreigners, most 
of tliem beingScotch or American. But 
these are not allowed to fill the places of 
mining inspectors. The evil results of 
the system may be imagined. Of the 
live ollices of mining inspectors in the 
country, only two are filled at all, and 
tliey are tilled by utterl}' incompetunt 
men. The mining laws are therefore 
practically ignored, except as they are 
vohintarily observed or are enforced by 
vigilance committees ap|)oiiited by the 
miners without government authority. 

This is bad enough, but the yv&y. in 
which the tlitlanders are treated with 
respect to the education of their chiM- 
ren is still worse. The Tribune gioes on 
to say : 

.Vnother great grievance is tound in 
the ileiiurtment of education. Here, 
too, the settlers have liad to take mat- 
ters into liieir own hands, and to jiro- 
vide out of their own pockets [or schools 
for their children, in addition to the 
lieavy school tax which they already 
pay to tlie Boer government. There are 
in the Kand district at least lO.OUO 
English-speaking children, for vvhose 
tuition through any butaDutchmeilium 
DO provision is made by the govern- 
ment. Dutch is the only recognized 
medium of education, and in the public 
schools English is not taught, or, if 
taught at all, only to a slight extent, as 
a foreign language. The lOnglish popu- 
lation some time ago proposed to estab- 
lish English schools at private expense. 
This was denounced by the government 
as little less than ojien rebellion, and it 
was actually proposed to suppress such 
schools by force. l'"inally, on condition that 
Dutch stiould be taught in these volun- 
tary Kngiish schools as well as Eiiglish, 
the Boers graciously consented' to let 
them exist. They receive, however, no 
tinancial assistance whatever from the 
Government, nor are the settlers who 
support them and whose children 
are educated in them in the least ex- 
empted from taxation for the support of 
Dutch schools. 

But this is not the worst of Boer ty- 
ranny. The aliens, who are not allowed 
the privileges of citizenship, are notonly 
compelled to pay nearly the whole of 
the taxes of the state, but they are forced 
to light for the republic not only with- 
out pay but at their own cost and 
charges. The Tribune, which is not at 
all favorable to the British, gives this 
additional example of what is required 
of aliens by their intolerant masters: 

Still another noteworthy example of 
Boer oppression was furnished — and, in- 
deed, atiH is furnished — by the system of 
"Commandeering." A "Cominande'' 
is a military expedition sent out against 
the negroes. Its purpose may be to re- 
pel and to subdue a hostile tribe, or 
more probably to attack wantonly some 
peaceful tribe and rob it of its rattle and 
land, or even to cajiture a lot of its hkmii- 
hcrs for slaves — for slavery is liy no 
means abolislusl in the Transvaal, and 
then: is nothing the typical Boer loves 
better than to " walloji a nigger.'' Tlu'.se 
expeditions are, of course, organized and 
directed by Boers. Hut sini'e the l-Iug- 
lish and other foreign settlers are more 
active and better lighters, the Boers 
have got into the habit of impressing 
them into the ranks to bear tlie danger 
and do the real work, while they — the 
Boers — get the gain. Th&t is to say, 
" Uitlanders " are forced to render mil- 
itary service, at their own ex[)ense, 
without pay, for a gciveniinent in which 
they have no lot or interest. Thev are 
simply drafted into the sei'vire of an 
alien power. 

I'or example, a inariied man, with a. 
family, is suddenly pounced U|ion bv a 
goveriimt!!! t ollicial and told to jirovide 
himself with a horse, saddle, bridle, rille, 
twenty rounds of ammunition and eight 
days' provisions, all at his own expense, 
and to be ready in forty-eight liours to 
march to the front to fight without any 
recompense whatever, in a war in which 
he has no synii)athy, for a government 
in which he has no representation. I:i 
addition to this, i^nglisli shopkeepers 
are compelled to provide supplies of 
goods, and even to furnish money to the 
Boers who go on these expeditions with- 
out any remuneration. - - 

Can any .man of spirit wonder that 
the Uitlanders are impatient of Boer 
rule, and that they are looking eagerly 
for an opportunity to throw off the 
i;alling yoke of the coarse and exacting 
tvranta?

TRE LAW COURTS. 

Judgments by the Full Court Yesterday— A 
Point in Mining Law. 

■^'esterday afternoon the Full court de- 
livered a number of judgments. In 
."spearB v. the tiueou the appeal was 
dismissed without co.sts. 

Ill Hudson's liay Co. v. Kowliug the 
decision of the court Ixdow was allirnied, 
the CMiief .Justice and Mr. .lustico Grease 
agreeing, Mr. .lustice McCreiglit dissent- 
ing. 

In Manson v. Ilowison Mr. .fustice 
Crease and Mr. .(ustiue Walkem agreed 
in aflirining iMr. .histice MeCreight's de- 
cision in the court below and diHuiissed 
the appeal with costs, 5Ir. Justice Drake 
dissenting. 

In B.C. Iron Works v. Buse Chief 
.lustice Davie, Mr. Justice Crease and 
.Mr. Justice Walkem gave judgment, 
dismissing with co.sts the application for 
a new trial. 

Coy V. Aitkins came before the Full 
court yesterday foriuioon. I'laintill's are 
owners of the Cariboo niiiuu-al claim, 
and did'endants, of the liaiuhler claim, 
both being located over the same 
giound. I'laintill's' claim was lirst lo- 
latiMl, but <lefeiidaiitH recoi-ded their 
(daim ahead of them. I'otli nu-ords 
were made within the timi^ limit pro- 
vided by the mining acl , and the ])oint 
is as to whether the lir.st, lucatoi- or lirst 
recorder has the claim to the ownersliip. 
.Judge Spinks decided that the date of 
record governed, and from this plaintilTs 
ajiplealed.

' 'Service, ^' 



Expressions of Regret at His liotiro 
meub and of Confirrutulatloa 
on His New Honors. 



An impressive coremoiiy took place in 
the Supreme court yesterday afternoon, 
when Sir Henry Pellew Crease, after a 
lonp; and honorable career upon the 
bench o! the province, announced his 
retirement and hade farewell to liis bro- 
ther judges and to the bar. The court- 
room was filled with people. The live 
judges oi the Supreme court were on the 
•bench and a large number of the bar 
were present in wigs and gowns. Among 
the spectators were Sheriff McMillan, 
Shoriff Armstronfi, of "Westminster, and 
Shorill' Hall, of N^ancouver, and Supt. 
Plussey and Chief Sliejjpard were in at- 
tendance in uniform. 

The full court having delivered judf;- 
ment upon the eases in wliich Sir Henry 
Crease had sat witli tlieni, Chief .Justice 
Davie rose, Justices McCrciglit, Walk- 
em and , Drake and the' bar 
and others present also standing, and 
Cliief ilustice Davie then said : 

"Before the court adjourns I wisli to 
allude to the tact that tliis is the last 
occasion upon which we shall sit with 
Sir Henry Crease, who has been honored 
by Her Majesty and whose resignation 
takes effect upon Monday next. Tlie 
deliiy arose by rciiuest of myself so that 
Sir llenry (^oulil bo in a position to de- 
liver juili^inents upon the cases in which 
lie was engai^etl." Turnini^ to Sir Henry 
Crease the Chief Justice jirocceded : 

" It must be a source of t;reat satis- 
faction to you, Sir Henry, as I am sure it 
is to your brother judges, and 
tlie profession and public at large, 
that at the termination of an 
honored and useful judgship yon 
should have been enabled in the short 
■ time, which has elapsed between your 
retirement and its coming into oflfect, to 
wind up and finally adjudicate upon all 
matters which liave been submitted to 
you for judgment, and tliat on this, 
the last practical day of a ju- 
dicial career of more than, twenty- 
live j'ears, when you have decided 
to retire and enjoy the well earned 
repose to which a life of activity and 
usefulness entitles you — crowned by the 
<listinction which lias been conferred 
upon you by Her Most Gracious Majesty 
herself — you bring to bear upon your 
last decisions, faculties as sound as you 
possessed when Her Majesty, after first 
summoning you to her councils as at- 
torney-general, called you to the 
high judicial of lice which you 
have now so long adorned. During 
all this time youf good counsols have 
never been wanting at the proper mo- 
ment, whilst your unvarying kindliness 
of disposition has emlearcd you to those 
who have known you. 

" That yonr.jclf and Lady Crease may 
live for many years in ilie enjoyment of 
health and i)rosi)ority is the earnest de- 
sire of all your friends ; and in now part- 
ing with 3'ou permit me to add the 
assurance of your brother judges that 
we shall never forget all your excellent 
qualities of heart and of mind, and that 
you will always carry with you our sin- 
cere good- will and esteem." 

Sir Henry Crease, who was visibly 
aflectod at takiiia leave of those with 
whom he had been so long associated, 
said Jie could hardly liiid words to ex- 
jiress liis gratitude for thekindly expres- 
sions he had heard. At parting from his 
lirotlier judges he desired to thank them 
for the good offices of which lie had been 
. the object at their hands, for their for- 
bearance, their agmstance and the active 
-aid they had f^lwaya been ready to ex- 
tend when required toasatstin adminis- 
tering justice so that what was right 
might be done. 

He had to thank ail the soiiior mem- 
bers of tiie bar, without whose aid and 
wise counsel the courts of this province 
could never have arrived at the wise 
conclusions which characterized tlieiii. 

He also thanked the junior niemhers 
of the bar for their many acts of forbear- 
ance for which all judges must occasion- 
ally ask. There was still a younger 
branch who had not yet assumed the 
toga — the students, for as the boy is 
father of the man so the student is the 
father of the coming judge. He had 
also to extend his thanks to all the 
registrars who iiad served during his 
term on the bench, from the timeof Hon. 
Mr. Pooley to the present day, for the 
assistaiu'f' they liad uiven him iiy the 
eliicient discharge of their ihiti»!s. 

He would also thank the under oflicers 
of the court lor the chcerluincss and 
alacrity with which they liad always 
performed llicir duties, especially Mr. 
lOvans and Mr. Bland. In concluding 
his remarks he bade them all good-bye 
and lioped that the high tone which now 
distinguished the admin islnilion of law 
in the province would be sustained. 

Hon. D. M. Eberts, attorney-general, 
on behalf of the bar, expressed the re- 
gret that was felt at the retirement of 
Sir Henry from the bench. He was 
sure he voiced the feeling of the bar and 
the people of the province in saving this. 
During his honorable career of twenty- 
live years as a judge Sir Henry had fairly 
and justly administered the law. He 
would take this opijortunity of ollcring 
his congratulations to Sir Henry on the 
honor which had been conferred on him 
by Her Majesty, and lioped he would 
lonjj enjoy it. 

Sir Henry Crease in expressing his 
thanks modestly remarked that he was 
not vain enough to consider the honor 
had bpen conferred so much for any 
merite'"©/ his own as an expression of 
compliment by Her Majesty to the 
province. 

This closed the proceedings, and as 
the judges retired from tjiejbencllr many 
members of the bar pressed forward to 
shake Sir Henry's hand as he left the 
scene of his long and honorable career.

Significant Resolution Proposed 
tlie United States Honse of 
Bepreseutatives.

WAsiirNGTOH, Jan* 17. — ^In the House 
of Kepresentaitives yesterday Mr. Sewell, 
N.J., oirered a resolution declaratory of 
the policy of the "United States on the 
Monroe doctrine, as follows ; 

" Resolved— 1. That the Monroe doc- 
trine as originally propounded was di- 
rected to the special prevention of the 
threatened action of the allied powers 
in reference to the revolted colonies of 
Spain and the occupation by way of 
colonization of any supposed derelict 
territory on this hemisphere. 

2. That the question of resisting any 
acnnisition of territory by conquest was 
liinited, as stated by Mr. Webster, to 
cases in which, by reason of proximity, 
such aeciuisition should be dangerous to 
the safety and integrity of our institu- 
tions. 

";>. That the true ground upon which 
the Monroe announcement was based, 
and u{)on which any similar jiositionhas 
been taken, rests for it.s justilication 
upon what may be our interests, and 
our interests only ; and that neither by 
the i\Ioiiroo doctrine or any oliicial de- 
claration have we ever come under any 
pledge to any power or state on this con- 
tinent that binds us to act merely for 
their protection against invasion or en- 
oroatshment by any other power. 

" 4. That when a case arises in which a 
European power proposes to aci^uire ter- 
ritory by invasion or conquest, it is then 
for us to determine whether our safety 
and integrity demands that we-shall re- 
sist such action by armed force if neces- 
sary. 

"5. That the executive has pressed the 
Monroe doctrine beyond what was con- 
templated at the time of its announce- 
ment, and the rcHultant sequence of the 
position thus taken seems to be a com- 
mittal of this government to a protec- 
torate over Mexico and the Central and 
South American states ; that this would 
be most unwise and dangerous, and 
would violate the sound and well-estab- 
lished policy that wo should avoid all 
entapgling alliances with foreign powers, 
whetber'tbey bei European or American. 

"6. That this action was premature, 
looking to the history of the controversy, 
anil inoi)porlune, in view of the busi 
nes.s aiul linancial condition of the 
country. 

'■ 7. That neither congress nor the coun- 
try has been or can be conimitted by 
the action or the position of the execu- 
tive department in reference to the 
Venezuelan boundary as to the course to 
be ])Ursued, until the time shall have 
arrived for a final determination. It will 
then be our province to adopt sin^h a 
line of policy and to take such action as 
may then be demanded ny our sense of 
duty to the country, and by a due re- 
gard for its honor and dignity, the wel- 
fare and safety of our people and the 
integrity of our institutions.''

H.vcerpt fi'om Rules and Orders Relating 
to Private Bills, 



ALL APPLICATIOUB for Private BiUs, prop, 
erly the subject of legislation by the 
Legislative Assembly of BrttlsA coiumoia, 
within the purview of the "British North 
America Act, 1SG7," whether for the erectionot 
a Bridge, the making of a Railway, Tramway, 
Turnpike Road, or Telegraph or Telephone Line; 
the construction or imorovement of a Harbour, 
Canal, Lock, Dam, Slide, or otlier like woric; tho 
granting of a right of Ferry; the incor- 
poration of any ))artic\ilar trade or calling, or 
of anj Joint Stock Company; or otherwise for 
granting to any individual or individuals any 
exclusive or peculiar riudits or privileges what- 
ever, or for doing any matter or thing which in 
its operation would all'ect tlie rights or property 
of other parties, or relate to any particular class 
of the community, or for making any amend- 
ment of a like nature to any former Act, — shall 
require a Notice, clearly and distinctly specify- 
ing; the nature and object of the application 
and, where the application refers to any pro* 
posed worit, indieattng gener^y the location 
of the work, and signed by or on behalf of the 
applicants, such notice to be published as fol- 
lows: 

In the British Colombia Gazette and in one 
newsi)aiier published in tho Jiiu'rict allected, 
or if there be no newspaper published therein, 
then in a newspaper in the next nearest District 
in wliicli a iie\vspa]ier is published. 

.Such notice shall be continued in each case 
for a period of at least si.x weeks, during the in- 
terval of time between theclose of the next pre- 
ceding Session and the consideration of the 
Petition, and copies of such notice shall be sent 
by the jiarties inserting such notice to the 
Clerk of the House. 

Before any I'ctilioii, i>raying for leave 'to 
bring in a Private liill for the erection of a Toll 
Briilge, is received by the House, the person or 
persons intending to petition fo' such BUI 
shall, ujion giving the notice prescribed by the 
preceding rule, also at the same time in the 
same manner, ^dve notice of the rates wliich 
they inlend to ask, the extent of the jirivilege, 
the lieiglit of Ihe arclies, the interval between 
the aljiitnieuts or piers for the jiassage of rafts 
and vessels, and mentioning also whether they 
intend to erect a draw-bridge or not, and the 
dimensions of the same. 

J'tivHlc Bills slinll be •^o framed as to incor- 
porate by reference the clauses 01 the General 
Acts relating to the details to be provided for 
liy such Bills: -Special Krouiuls shall be es- 
tablished for any proposed departure from this ' 
principle, or for the introduction of other pro- 
visions as to suoh details, and a note shall be 
appended to the Bill Indicating the provisions 
thereof in wliich Die General An is projiosed to 
lie departed friiiii. 

'i'lic proiiiijtersof a l'riv.iie liill shall pay tiie 
Clerk of tlie House tlie sum 01 one hundred 
dollars before the lirst reading thereof; and an 
additional sum of one Imnilred dollars im- 
mediately after the second reading thereof. 
And no such Bill shall be read a lirst time, or 
committed after second reading, until the fees 
payable on the first or second rettdlog respect- 
ively are paid to tho clerk. All'BUls sh«iU be 
prepared by the parties applj-ing for the same, 
and printed in small pica type, twenty-six em's 
by fifty ems, on good paper, in Imperial octavo 
form, each page when folded measuring 10i,'.i 
inches by 73o inches, and 100 copies thereof 
shall be deposited with the Clerk of tho House 
immediately before the flrstlreading.

ALASKAN AVALANCHE. 

Thrilling Story of the Results of a Tremend- 
ous Snowslide In the Far North. 

Skattm;, .Tan. 17.— <":. B. Swinchart, 
the editor of the Alaskan Mining Record, 
who arrived here yesterday on the 
Topeka, told a thrilling story of the 
most jecent of Alaska's mighty ava- 
lanches. This tremendous snowslide 
Hturted on the inonntain .side back of 
.rnnean,iiud Ratiioring lorco swept into 
tlio Silver How l)asiii, and carried with 
it tlie stamp mills and tlio wlioie of the 
large niinini; worlcs of the l^lmar com- 
panv, doinf; destruction estimated at 
nearly $80,000. Mr. Swineheart said : 

" The day before I left, a large .sear(;li- 
inp party was out all day endeavorin<; to 
find the body of John T. Pearl. They 
were unsuccessful, and the day we left 
a still largei- body of men went on the 
search. Feai'l was a watchman em- 
ployed at the mill, and it is believed 
that ho was eatim; lii.J hrealifast at the 
time the avahini^hc stniek the building 
in whieii ho .s;it Jtixl carried it away. 

"The avi^lan(^h(' oi-enrred on tie 
morning of I,)ei'enil)i'r 2S, and a ciiriini.s 
thing that has einro been learned about 
it is that the watchman at the Ciimel 
mill saw it start, and yet never reported 
it. Had he done so, it is possible that 
Bome of its destruction mi{;lit have been 
averted, and "at least the life of Pearl 
might have Ix^en paved. It is Hap))Osed 
that Pearl heard tlio roar of the aval- 
anche, and started to run, and li(! must 
have got some ilistince from the Iniiki- 
ings and have been rarried away, or his 
body would have l)een found in the 
debris. 

" The slide cauio down the main head 
of Ciold creek, striking lirst the board- 
ing house, then tlio mill and then the 
olliee buil iings, with :i depth of about 
forty feet of anov^. This depth can he 
calculated pretty accurately from the 
fact that the cupola on the top of the 
mill was carried away on the surface of 
the avalanche, clear down the valley, 
without being broken, while the mill it- 
eelf was smashed into fragments. The 
slide came rolling down with Buch ter- 
rific force that the huge timbers of the 
mill were scattered in splinterH some 
liuiidred feet on eitlior side. 

" So great v.-as the impetus of the 
avalanche that it traverned a distance of 
over 2,000 feet (lowii the li!vel valley, 
wrecking and burying everything in its 
way. its force i.i periiaps best estimiitixl 
by tlie circumstance that the stamjis in 
the mill, hupe bars of steel coui)led in 
the strongest possible manner for the 
work they have to do, were torn apart 
and scattered, some of them singly here 
and there. Thro.uich these splinters of 
timber and machinery and rocks and 
snow, a body of volnnteers has been 
carefully' se.irching for I'earl's hodj^, but 
I do not think they will lind it until the 
snow melta away witii the coming spring. 
Pearl is a young maa of about SO years 



of age, who has been enii)loyed In the 
mill since last July. He is a son of 
Tlioniaa I'. Pearl, of Juneau, and a 
brother-in-law of Attorney liostwick, 
formerlv of this eitv. 

" The' null phmtwas valued at $28,000, 
the cost of its construetioii, and it was a 
twenty-stamp null with the latest im- 
provements and appliances. It was 
erected in 1889 by the lObnar, Alaska 
Milling & Mining Company, fta site 
was specially selected, in the i)elief that 
it was a spot snowslides could never 
reach, because of its distance on level 
ground from "the mountain's base."

Iu por- 
tions of the south artcsiim wells have 
been bored to tho depth of 1,200 feet. 
Quo of these wells was finished iu les.s 
than throe weeks, sti iking a vein of wa- 
ter 1,300 feet below tho surf aco that fur- 
nishes an outpour sudicicut for tho 
town's use.s. It is not an uncommon oc- 
currence that oue must drill the second 
tiino into a -well to secure a permancnt 
Etipply of water. It is ' o curious fact 
that aftor ono has reached a certain 
depth piping is unnecessary. 

A well in Now York state was dug to 
a depth of IfiOfeefe and fnrnishfd a rea- 
sonable stipply of water by pumping. 
After tho socond season it gave out en- 
tirely, when the drill was put in and 
nearly 20O foot more were cut through 
before wntor was reached. For tho first 
150 foot tho pipo wont down, but after 
that the water rose through tho cut in 
tho earth, there being cousistoiicy and 
firmness enough in tho soil to make pi]i- 
ing unneoes.sary.

A PIONEEE OF COWICHAN. 

Funeral of the First White Woman Who 
Went Up on the New Trail 
From Victoria. 

Mrs. Skinner, of Farleigh, Quamiohan, 
widow of the late T. J. Sldnner, was 

buried from St. Peter'achurch on Thurs 

day last, many old and eatcemed friends 
attending tlie'funcral, and the following 
gentlemen acting as the pall-bearers: 
W. H. Lomas, A. Piinbury, W. IJ. 
lOlkingtoii, W. C. Duncan, C. G. Leather 
and ClerinontLivingston. The deceased, 
who passed from life at the ripe age of 
eighty, was one of the earliest pioneers 
of British Columbia, and enjoyed the 
distinction of having been the fii'st white 
woman to ride up to Cowichaii by the 
then just constructed trail from Victoria. 
Mr. and Mrs. Skinner landed here' in 
Jaiuniry, l.Suo, after a six months' 
voyage round Cape Horn in the bark 
Norman Morri.':on. Victoria was then 
only a Hudson's Bay Co. fort, 
and they made tiieir first home at Con- 
stance "Gove farm, Esquimalt, where 
they lived for twelve years, their kind- 
ness and hospitality winning and hold- 
ing for them a host of friends. In 1865 
thej' removed to the backwoods of Cow- 
ichan and again commenced a pionncr 
life with their children. Mrs. Skinner 
outlived her husband six years, and 
after many weeks of pain and sulfcriiig 
in her last illness, borne with the cour- 
age and fortitude which characterized 
her in the difficulties and hardships of a 
iiioneer life, she sank to rest surrounded 
by those of her children at present re- 
siding in British Columbia. Two sons 
and five daugiiters survive her — R. J. 
Skinner, provincial inspector of timber; 
K.M. Skinner, C.E., I'.L.S.; Mrs. 1. 
Bromnier, who resides in England; Mrs. 
A. Iv B. Davie, of this city; Mrs. Jo- 
seph Mason, and two unmarried daugh- 
ters.

The corres pomlent suggests that 
England would do well lo accept the 
oiler, the Pope being a iiatutal arbiter 
in iiUeriuUioiuil eonllicts.

The Chronicle hears that certain un- 
oflicial advances have been made be- 
tween London and Washington with re- 
ference to Venezuela, but is unable to 
confirm the report. " There is some in- 
tereft," continues the Chronicle, "in a 
report tiiat Colonial Secretary Cliainber- 
lain's brother, Arthur Chain cerlaiu, has 
started this week to visit Jamaica and 
Bermuda." 

\ jSIadrid despatch to the Standard 
savs: " Learning of the de(nHion of the 
various jiolitieal parties in Cuba, tn'ii. 
Campos telegraphed to the government 
oll'ering to adopt any course that woul 
suit Spain's interests. Gen. Marin has 
been appointed temporary governor of 
the island, and Gon. Pando commander 
of the forces, pending the arrival of Gen. 
Polavieja. 

A Cape Town dispatch to the Times 
aays: "Dr. Jameson's men *are now 
being handed over to a military escort 
on the Natal border. Each man signs a 
declaration ))roniising to proceed to lOng- 
land as a prisoner and not to raise anv 
i|iiestion respecting lii.s legal custody en 
route, nor to ;itteiii])t to escaiie." 

A Berlin despatch to the Standard 
says: ".-Ml the tieniiaii sovereigns will 
grant a limited pardon to criminals uiion 
the occasion of the celebration of the 
anniversary of tiie proclamation of the 
Empire. It is reported that some 
.'special distinction will be conferred upon 
Prince Bismarck. 

The Daily News has a Berlin des- 
patch which says: "The public will 
lie excluded from all share in the court 
letes, and even the representatives of 
the jiress will hot be admitted. The 
peojjle must be satisfied with the still' 
ofiicial accounts to be given in the offi- 
cial gazette. At the review ia front of 
the opera house, even tiie usual stand 
for spectators is prohibited." 

M.\ni!ii), Jan. 17.— The cabinet lias 
unanimously ilecidcd to supersede Cap- 
tain-General JIartincz de Campos, and 
his Lieutenant, General Anderus, owing 
to differences wliicli exist between tliein 
and the political parties in Cuba. Gen. 
Marin and General Pando, who are lunv 
in command of the Spanish troops in the 
Province of Santiago de Cuba, will tem- 
porarily replace Generals Campos and 
Arderus. The names of Generals Pola- 
vieja and Weyler are both mentioned 
for the post of commander-in-chief in 
Cuba.

Adoption of Senator Davis' Most 
Forcible Enunciation of • 
Its Meaning:. 



Tlio Acquisition of Terx-itory by a 
Foreign Power Will Not 
Be Permitted. 



Washington, Jan. 17. — The senate 
committee on toreign relations to-day 
adopted a resolution drawn by Senator 
Davis, which declares that the acquisi- 
tion liy purchase, aggression or other 
wiKc of any territory on the American 
continent by a foreign power is an un 
friendly act, and audi ac(|ui,sition will 
not be permitted by the United States. 

Tlie most important feature is that 
which touches upon a new phase of the 
Venezuelan question — the report that 
England and Venezuela mi\y reach an 
aiirecHient, and that ICiiglisli money will 
settle the boundary dispute. It declares 
that in cast) boundary disputes on the 
American continent between foreign 
governments and the American govern- 
ments ai-Q decided by arbitration, by 
agreement, purchase or in any 
manner whatever, the United States 
shall be the sole judge as to 
whether the Monroe doctrine has 
been violated in such arbitration or 
a}»reeineiit. In fact it means that arbi- 
tration or agreement between foreij^n 
(loveriiiuents and governments on the 
American continent as to boundary dif.;- 
putes cannot become bindingor effective 
niilesH sanctioned by the United States, 
and that this sovernraent ia sutiBlicd 
that no iiart of the American continent 
has been ceded to a foreign po« er by 
.such arbitration or agreement. This 
liri-.ctlcally makes the United States the 
arbitrator between foieit;n jjovernnients 
and those of the .Vmericau continent in 
all boundary disputes. 

LosDON, Jan. 17. — ^The cabled reports 
of the action ot the United States com- 
mittee on foreign relations in adopting a 
resolution looking to the most pronounc- 
ed affirmation by the United States gov- 
ernment of the Monroe doctrine is 
printed with much prominence in all 
the London dailies this morning, but 
owiiij; to the late hour at which the news 
reached here o\\\y brief editorial refer- 
ences are made to it. 

The Times says that too much iiu- 
portaiice should not be attached to the 
committee's recommendation till it 
shall have been passcd^pon by congress 
where the resolution is liable to be de- 
feated. Should, however, tliis not be the 
case, adds the Times, the Venezuelan 
aflair will onee more be brought to the 
front and will supersede even tiie Trans- 
vaal trouble. The situation between 
Great IJritain and America will have 
then beccme most serious indeed. 

The Chioiiicle in an editorial says 
tliat it will be unfortunate if .-Vmerica 
decides to adopt too radical a declara- 
tion of Monroeism at the present junc- 
ture. Kecent events had tended to 
create a decidedly better feeling be- 
tween the countries, which this new 
step might alter. However, concludes 
the paper, tlu! resolution has not yet 
been submitted to congress, and indeed, 
its exact terms are not yet made public.
